FLAME-ENVELOPED 
DIVER BADLY HURT 
N 80-FOOT PLUNGE 


Cowan Believed to 
Have Struck Side of Tank in 
View of Airdome Crowd. 








A crowd that packed the St. Louis 
Theater, St. Louis and Prairie avenues, 
staod breathless Tuesday night while 
Thomas Cowan, a ‘‘fire diver,’’ whose 


act is a feature of carnival week at 
the airdome, climbed to the top of an 
80-foot ladder to dive into 4% feet of 
water in a tank 11x13 feet. A band 
played ‘“‘Casey Jones’ and Cowan’s at- 
tendants hurriedly shouted orders to 
each other as they made preparations 
to receive him when he should emerge 
from the tank. 

As @ final touch to the spectacle. bix* 
pots of colored fire were set around 
the tank and lighted. Cowan balanced 
himself on the tiny platform at the top 
of the ladder, touched a match io 
large bands of gasoline soaked cotton 
that had been wrapped around him over 


his tights, and plunged downward, a 
body of flame. 
Another Man Had Dived. 


The spectacle of Jack Bishop, another 
diver, plunging into the tank from a 69- 
foot level of the ladder just before 
Cowan dived, had brought the onlookers 
to a high pitch of excitement as the 
human fireball fell. 

At it struck the tank there was a 
crashing sound, a splash and then all 
was still. Cowan did not come to the 
surface, Charles Williams, his manager, 
plunged into the tank and dragged the 
diver out, limp and almost unconscious, 
with blood flowing from his face and 
his left leg hanging useless. Then the 
spectators pressed forward and a panic 
threatened. 

The police held the crowd in check 
while Cowan was given’ temporary 
treatment by a doctor. He was taken 
to St. John’s Hospital. Cowan suffered 
a fracture of the left thigh, a fracture 
of the left leg just above the knee, bad 
bruises and lacerations of the face and 
probably internal injuries. 

Believes He Struck Side of Tank. 
Cowan was barely able to gasp that 
he had struck the side of the tank. He 
said he believed the accident was caused 
by the swaying of the Jadder, which 
was still in motion from Bishop's leap. 
Cowan is 37 years old and lives with 
his wife and daughter, Hulda, 14 years 
old, at 2651 Caroline street. 

This is his third serious accident in 17 
years’ experience as a high diver and 
parachute jumper. 

Undismayed by his companion’s injury, 
Bishop will continue divihg from the 
60-foot platform and will finish his+«en- 
gagement at the theater, Williams said 
Tuesday. Cowan will also probably re- 
sume high diving if he recovers, Wil- 
iiams said.

STATE TICKET DECIDED ON 





St. Louisans in Row Over At- 
tempt of Woerheide to Indorse 
Gov. Hadley. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 31.—The 
State convention of the Bull Moose, 
or Progressive, party today decided 
to put a full city ticket into the field 
in St. Louis and to nominate con- 
gressional and county tickets 


throughout Missouri. The vote on the 
congressional and county situation 
was by acclamation after a resolu- 
tion to leave the question to the con- 
gressional districts was defeated, 308 
to 79. 

The action of the convention means 
that candidates will be named for 
Sheriff, Circuit Attorney, the Circuit 
bench, Public Administrator and other 
St. Louis offices to be voted on at 
the election in November, and that 
the Progressives will have a candi- 
date for Mayor and other city offices 
in the spring of 1913. 

The convention to name a State ticket 
will be held in St. Louts Sept. 3. 

R. T. Andrews, delegate from Buf- 
falo, Mo., sought to fable a resolution 
to put progressive candidates for Con- 
gress in the race in each district. He 
insisted this would be ruinous in his 
district, as Delegate O’Gammon, who led 
the fight for his district in Chicago, 
was a Roosevelt progressive, but still a 
Republican and a candidate for Con- 
gress. Andrews argued that to oppose 
him would mean the election of a Dem- 
ocrat. 

W. F. Heiman of St. Louis said a few 
bosses were trying to run the conven- 
tion’ and that bitterness and bossism 
were as evident here as in Chicago. 

The State Committee was instructed 
to call congressional and county con- 
ventions in the various. districts and 
counties to nominate the candidates. It 
was evident that the majority of the 
delegates were determined that ‘the pro- 


gressive party in Missouri should not 
affiliate with any other party in any 
way. 


The progressive nominees for the State, 
congressional and county offices must 
pledge themselves to support the na- 
tional ticket. 

Committeeman Resigns. 
During the discussion of the resolu- 
tion providing for the nomination of the 
congressional ticket R. P. Andrews, 
who yesterday was elected a member of 
the State Committee from the Six- 
teenth District, tendered his resignation. 
He said that previous to the national 
Republican convention in Chicago he 
had given his pledge to support the Re- 
publican candidate for Congress from 
that district, and that he felt honor- 
bound to do so. 

Andrews’ resignation finally was ac- 
cepted and Columbus Bradford was ap- 
pointed to the place. 

The convention before adjourning its 
night session, which lasted until after 
midnight, had decided to put forward a 
State ticket. It was pointed out by 
some of those prominent in the work 
of. the convention that the nomination 
of complete tickets in each county would 
arouse more local interest than the 
mere selection of a State ticket. 

It was argued that local candidates 
nominated for the small county offices, 
as well as their friends, having a per- 
sonal interest in the outcome, would 
feel more like getting out and making a 
fight for the entire Progressive ticket. 

Reporters Represent Nelson, 

The convention is a Nelson affair. 
William R. Nelson, owner of the Kan- 
sas City Star and sponsor for Missouri's

was one phrase, ‘‘After I left you at the

The State will attempt to show, it is 
said, that Mrs. Grace wrote this letter 
to herself, postdated it and signed. her 
husband’s name-to it, and had mailed 
it to herself in Newnan, in order to 
establish.an alibi. 
Mrs. Grace probably will 
stand tomorrow. 
Early this afternoon the ‘‘alibi’’ let- 
ters were read in court, with the jury 
excluded, and offered as evidence. 

Two in One Envelope.

There were two let- 
ters addressed to Mrs. Grace and con- 
tained in one envelope which was ad- 
dressed in Grace’s handwriting. Wit- 
nesses identified the handwriting yester- 
day.

One was entirely typewritten, 
the other written in pencil in unidenti- 
fied handwriting. 
There was no date on the typewritten 
letter, The other, dated Tuesday night, 
started off as follows: 
‘My own darling wife—After I put you 
on the train today,” etc. 
The envelope bore the postmark, 
March 5, 4:30 p. m. It was received in 
Newman at 7:30 o'clock the same even- 
ing, after Mrs. Grace had returned to 
Atlanta to see her wounded husband, 
the same “Tuesday night” apparently.

GET YOUR CARD, 
SHOW TO POLICE 
ESCAPE A CELL 


The new police identification cards, 
intended to insure their holders against 
needless annoyance in:the case of ar- 
rest on a misdemeanor charge, will be 
printed and placed on distribution at 
police headquarters within a few days. 

The Chief Wednesday sent to the City 
Counselor for his approval an official 
notification empowering patrolmen and 
sergeants tO summon citizens into Po- 
lice Court on misdemeanor charges with- 
out the formalities which have hereto- 
fore attended an arrest. 

The way to take advantage of this 
rule will be to get an identification card. 
The cards must be applied for at head- 
quarters and any reputable citizen can 
get one. The chief anticipates that they 
will be desired chiefly by automobile 
Owners, chauffeurs and drivers of 
vehicles. 

A business or personal card will not 
do. One of the police identification 
cards must be shown, or the arrested 
person will have to go to a police sta- 
tion in the old-fashioned way and stay 
there until a bondsman comes. But 
with one of the cards, everything will 
be different, and an arrest will be about 
like this:

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10 REAFFIRM THE 
MONROE DOCTRINE 





Foreign Relations Committee 
Unanimously Supports Lodge’s 
Resolution. 





WASHINGTON, July 31.—The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee today 
edopted without dissent Senator Lodge’s 
recommendation that the United States 
reaffirm the Monroe doctrine in terms 
clear to all the world, and adopted 
a resolution to express disapproval of 
tre purchase of any possible naval bases 
on the American continents by any for- 
eign power. 

The Senate, in an early report, will 
be asked to indorse the committee’s 
stand. A firm statement by the United 
States is asked for as a result of the 
Magdalena Bay incident, where it was 
shown that a Japanese syndicate had 
been negotiating for 4,000,000 acres of 
land along the west coast of Lower 
California in Mexico. 

While the Japanese Government was 
found to have had no connection with 
the syndicate, the Senate subcommittee, 
consisting of Senators Lodge, Root, 
Hitchcock, Sutherland and Rayner, re- 
ported to the full committee today that 
the circumstances afforded an appro- 
priate occasion for an expression of 
the view of the Senate regarding such 
cases. 

Matter of Grave Concern, 

The Lodge resolution, which probably 
will be adopted, declares that the United 
States cannot see, ‘“‘without grave con- 
cern,’’ any harbor or advantageous spot 
in the Western Hemisphere taken over 
by a foreign government or by a for- 
eign corporation bearing close relation 
to the government, if such occupancy 
would threaten the commerce or the 
safety of the United States. 

Magdalena Bay is considered the most 
advantageously located naval base on 
the Pacific Coast, because of its rela- 
tion to the western terminus of the Pan- 
ama Canal. m 

It was said that the corporation which 
had the lands to sell had advanced the 
argument that their possession would be 
of peculiar benefit to a foreign nation. 
Because of that attitude on the part of 
the corporation the committee decided 
to make clear the American position on 


what it regards as the encroachment of 


foreign powers on the Western Conti- 
nent. 

Senator Lodge reported the resolution 
to the Senate shortly after that body 
met and action on it was deferred until 
tomorrow. 


Text of Resolution. 
The resolution was as follows: 


“Resolved, That when any harbor or 
other place in the American continent 
is so situated that the occupation there- 
of for naval or military purposes might 
threaten the communications or the 
safety of the United States the Govern- 
ment of the United States could not see 
without grave concern the possession 
of such harbor or other place by any 
corporation or association which has 
such a relation to another government 
not American as to give that govern- 
ment practical power of control for na- 
tional purpose.”’ 


Warning in Magdalena Bay. 
The report after declaring that nei- 


ther Japan nor any other Government 
was found to be behind the Magdalena 
Bay incident says: 

“It appears, however, from the 
evidence, that the corporations or 
persons who have, or claim to have, 
title to the lands surrounding Mag- 
dalena Bay, have made efforts to 
form a syndicate and promote the 
sale of these lands on the basis of 
the existence of some national value 
to a foreign nation in Magdalena 
Bay, as distinct from any commer- 
cial value, which that bay and the 
adjoining territory might possess. 

“The fact that such an idea has 
formed the basis of a negotiation 
between the possessors of title to the 
lands about Magdalena Bay and the 
citizens, subjects or corporations of a 
foreign Power, seems to the com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to af- 
ford an appropriate occasion for 
an expression of the view of the 
Senate of the United States regard- 
ing this and similar cases. For this 
reason the committee recommends 
the adoption of the resolution.’’

STORY; PROSECUTOR 
CROSS-EXAMINING 








Opportunity to Try Theory of 
Strong Attack. 





By Associated Press, 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 31.—The 
direct examination of Clarence S. Dar- 
row in his tria] for alleged jury brib- 
ery was concluded about an hour after 
the trial was resumed today and his 
cross-examination was begun. 

The conclusion of the direct examina- 
tion was devoted largely to the testi- 
mony of John R. Harrington, the Chi- 
cago lawyer whom Darrow had em- 
Ployed as his chief investigator in the 
McNamara case. 

Harrington, said Darrow, was a guest 
at his home while he was negotiating 
with Special Federal Prosecutor Oscar 
Lawler and until he went before the 
Federal grand jury here. 

“He told me at that time,” said Dar- 
row, “that he had informed Lawler he 
knew nothing that would reflect upon 
me. 

Darrow Accuses Harrington. 

“Harrington told mé also that if I 
had any regard for myself I would 
have let the McNamara case run on for 
two years so that we c@uld all make 
plenty of money.” . , 

Before Assistant District Attorney 
Ford began his questioning several of 
the jurors propounded queries to the 
defendant. Juror Golding wanted to 
know how many persons were interest- 
ed in the McNamara defense fund. 

Darrow said 2,000,000 union labor men 
were asked to contribute 25 cents, and 
about a fourth of these had responded, 
but that many other walks of life had 
contributed. Socialist organizations 
were contributors to the fund, he said. 

A strenuous effort to break down the 
story of Darrow was expected to be 
made by the prosecution. 

District Attorney Fredericks and his 
assistant are said to have differed as to 
the manner of Darrow’s cross-examina- 
tion, the former holding that it should 
be brief and the latter that a vigorous 
assault should be made on the defend- 
ant with the view of breaking down his 
story on direct examination. Because 
of this difference of opinion, it was said 
that Capt. Fredericks assigned to the 
assistant the task of making good his 
theory.

him. District Attorney Whitman has said that if Becker does tell his 
story, it must be complete in every detail and that no one must be shielded, 
It has been intimated that if he does this, no effort will be made to exact 
the extreme penalty of the law provided in such cases—death in the 


electric chair. 

Meanwhile the public prosecutor has 
arranged to keep the grand jury. in ses- 
sion all summer to investigate the rela- 
tions between the gamblers and the po- 
lice, which is, in the opinion of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, a matter of more public 
importance than the Rosenthal case.

so doing had put Becker in peril of the 
death chair, the three gamblers had 
not recovered much of their self-con- 
trol. They still insisted it was danger- 
ous for them to be sent to the Tombs. 
When they heard that Becker was in a 
cell directly adjoining the one assigned 
to Rose, they went green with fear. 
Rose gasped in terror, It was so real 
that Whitman sent them to the West 
Fifty-fourth Street Station, 
Rose said Becker had never said he 
wielded influence with Mayor Gaynor 
directly, but he had said and had fur- 
nished proof he stood well with a man 
whom all heads of departments appoint- 
ed by Gaynor called ‘‘boss.’’

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CONSUL GETS BED 


FOR VAN SIGKLER 
INTIONDURAN JAIL 


St. Louisan’s Condition Relieved 
Following Visit to Truxillo 
of U. S. Representative. 











By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 81—The State 
Department’s inquiry into the treatment 
of Courtlandt B. Van Sickler, former 
St. Louisan, held on a murder charge in 
Truxillo, Honduras, has brought a pre- 
liminary report on the matter from 
Harold D. Clum, United States Consul 
at Ceiba, Honduras. The inquiry was 
started by news articles published in 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and for- 
warded to the State Department through 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch and the two Missouri 
Senators. 

Van Sickler killed F. P. Shaw, man- 
ager of a banana plantation, June 4 In 
letters to his St. Louis relatives, writ- 
ten from the Truxillo jafl, he said he 
fired on Shaw in self defense, after 
Shaw had threatened his life and had 
called Mrs. Van Sickler a vile name. 
He also related that he was confined 
without a cot to sleep on, and with a 
heavy chain on his left leg, and that the 
judge who was to try him had shown 
prejudice against him. 

Knx Ordered a Report. 

Simultaneously with the publication of 
this matter in St. Louis, the Post-Dis- 
patch forwarded the facts by wire to 
its correspondent here, and they were 
made known to Senator Reed. He de- 
cided that his colleague, Senator Stone, 
a member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, could handle the matter most 
effectively, and Stone called up Secre- 
tary of State Knox and read the dis- 
patch to him by telephone. The result 
was an immediate order on the repre- 
sentatives of the United States Gov- 
ernment in Honduras for a report on 
the case. 

Consul Clum was directed to go from 
Ceiba to Truxillo and look into the case. 
The consular agent at Truxillo, John 
Glynn, was directed to give any assist- 
ance he could. In his letter, Van Sick- 
ler complained that in the consular 
agent’s absence the acting consular 
agent, Louis Fryburger, had refused to 
call on him. 

In his report, reccived at the State 
Department yesterday, Consul Clum 
said he visited Truxillo and saw Van 
Sickler. He said Van Sickler was in 
good health and apparently not suffer- 
ing from the confinement in the jail. 

The statement of the young St. Louts- 
an in his letter, to the effect that he 
was secured by a heavy chain, was cor- 
roborated by Clum. The Consul said 
Van Sickler was in a small cell, which 
was not provided with a cot, and that 
he was. sleeping on some cushions 
spread on the floor, and was secured 
te the floor by a chain fastened to his 
ankle. This chain did not have a weight 
on the end, but did itself weigh some- 
thing like 25 pounds. 

Clum reported that the jail in which 
the American was confined was of 
flimsy construction and it was neces- 
sary to secure prisoners charged, with 
capital offenses in the manner in which 
Van Sickler is secured. 

On the same day the Consul visited 
Van Sickler he visited the local judge,

The Judge promised to make the pro- 
vision. The Consul added in his report 
that he assured Van Sickler that the 
American Government would do every- 
thing in its power to guarantee him his 
rights and see that he had a fair and 
impartial trial. Two days after tlie 
Consul visited Van Sickler the consular 
agent at Truxillo, John T. Glynn, who 
had been absent on business, returned to 
his station. 

He visited Van Sickler and reports 
that the local Judge complied with the 
demands of the Consul, and supplied 
the prisoner with a cot and bedding. 
Glynn reports that the authorities are 
showing no discrimination against the 
American, and that he is receiving the 
same treatment as other prisoners held 
on similar charges. 

There was nothing in the reports re- 
ceived to indicate when Van Sickler 
would be tried. Officials of the State 
Department said that .the Consul and 
Consular Agent had been instructed to 
inform the department as fast as any- 
thing developed.

It appears that the corrupt element of the 
police force itself is directly responsible for the 
gambler’s murder, and evidence points to a high 
officer, the very head of the gambling squad, as 
the instigator. Further revelations involve other 
responsible heads in the graft out of which the 
murder grew. 

The spectacle of the police of America’s fore- 

most city prompted to actual murder to protect 
their levies upon criminals discounts the Parisian 
era’ depicted by Balzac, Hugo and Eugene Sue, 
and the darkest periods of an older London when 
brigantlage throve in the streets. It pales the 
terrorism of pioneer times in our own wild West. 
In New York we perceive crime invested with the 
utiform and authority of law and in actual con- 
trol of the city. 
_ The government of cities is mainly government 
by policemen. These constitute the only visible 
arm .of government, and they regulate metropoli- 
tan life in a thousand intimate ways. They 
represent government in its immediate and al- 
most its only relation to citizens, and upon them 
rests the citizen’s sole protection from lawless- 
ness, disorder and crime. It irllows that the 
character of the ,olice force should be among 
the first concerns of citizenship. It appears like- 
wise that the police attitude toward, or relations 
with, the underworld is of an importance no less 
than vital. 

The difficulties of repressing crime and dis- 
posing of criminals themselves when at war with 
av honest police force are slight compared to the 
difficulty of regulating and preserving the char- 
acter and integrity of a great police organiza- 
tion. This difficulty is pronounced in cities ad- 
dicted to various sumptuary reforms or “lids.” 
Puritanical pretense nominally interdicts conduct 
which in its nature {s practically unpreventable, 
and tempts the police to license and levy upon it 
in secret, Impractical reforms are the fountain 
head of police corruption.

Here the young man was in his glory. 
He entered eagerly into its traditions 
and became almost immediately one of 
its leading spirits. To reading and writ- 
ing day and night upon his favorite 
themes he began to add practice in 
cution. One of his classmates troubled 
with a weak throat, who was sent down 
to Potter’s woods to practice exercises, 
often saw Wilson in another part of the 
woods declaiming from a volume of 
Burke. On vacations he was known to 
spend a good deal of time reading aloud 
and declaiming in his father’s church 
at Wilmington. Another debating s0- 
ciety organized by Wilson himself, called 
the Liberal Debating Club, was fash- 
ioned after the British Parliament, a 
group of the members representing the 
government, and being obliged to main- 
tain the confidence of the chamber or 
go out of power. 

Wilson scored as second sophomore 
orator in the Whig Hall contest and 
was one of the literary men of the 
class, an oration on Cobden and an 
essay on Lord Chatham (the elder Pitt) 
being especially recorded. 

Connected with the two big prizes of 
the college are two stories which throw 
light upon Wilson's character as a stu- 
dent. The English Literary Prize of 
$125 his classmates thought that Wilson 
might easily win; but when he learned 
that to compete meant to spend time 
Istudying Ben Jonson and two plays of 
Shakspeare, he refused to go into it, 
saying he had no time to spare from the 
reading that interested him. 

The other big prize, that of the Lynde 
Debate, had been founded the year of 
Wilson’s entrance to college, and he had 
undoubtedly looked forward to win- 
ning it, throughout his course. The 
Lynde was an extemporaneous discus- 
sion participated in by three represent- 
atives from each of the two Halls. The 
Halls’ representatives were thus chosen: 
a subject was proposed by a committee 
and candidates were required to argue 
on elther side as was determined Mag, bevy 
By universal consent Wilson was now 
the star debater of the Whig Society. 
He was quite in a class by himself, and 
there was no doubt in anybody’s mind 
that he would represent the Hall and 
win the prize. The subject for the pre- 
liminary debate in Whig Hall was “Free 
Trade versus Protection.” Wilson put 
his hand into the hat and drew out a 
slip which required him to. argue in fa- 
vor of “Protection.” He tore up the slip 
and refused to debate. He was a con- 
vinced and passionate free-trader, and 
nothing under heaven, he swore, would 
induce him to advance arguments in 
which he did not believe.

URING his senior year Wilson 

threw into the form of a closely 
reasoned essay the chief results of his 
thinking on the subject of the American 
contrasted with the British system of 
government.

and it was immediately accepted for 
publication. The author was years 
old and an undergraduate. 

In the files of the International Re- 
view, issue of August, 1879, may be found 
an article entitled ‘“‘Cabinet Government

in ‘ihe United States,” signed by 
Thomas W. Wilson. It was an impeach- 
ment of government by ‘a legisiature 


which is practically irresponsible,” and 
a plea for a reformed method under 
which Congress should be again made 
responsible and swiftly responsive in 
some such way as is the British Par- 
liament. The author’s quarrel is with 
the practice of doing all the important 
work of Congress in secret committees. 
Secrecy, he says, is the atmosphere in 
which all corruption and evil flourishes. 
“Congress should legislate as if in the 
presence of the whole country, in open 
and free debate.”” (These words were 
written 32 years ago.) He attributes the 
growth of the committee system to the 
lack of leaders in Congress, and his 
plan for the creation of leaders is that 
of giving Cabinet ministers a seat in 
Congress. He quotes Justice Story to 
the effect that the heads of depart- 
ments, even if they were not allowed to 
vote, might without danger be admitted 
to participate in congressional debates. 
Wilson argues with much ingenuity that 
the method he urges is the ideal one for 
the insuring of a strong Congress and a 
strong Cabinet, for securing the atten- 
tion of the country (the ssibilities of 
congressional debate and the fall of the 
Cabinet being dramatic), and for the in- 
surance of the greatest possible amount 
of publicity. 

ith this achievement of breaking into 
a high-class magazine, Woodrow Wil- 
son closed his undergraduate days at 
Princeton. During his senior year he 
had concluded that the best path to a 
public career lay through the law. In 
the autumn, therefore, he matriculated 
in the law Pepareaaey of the University 
of Virginia, that seat of liberal learning 


organized by Thomas Jefferson.

ISCOVERY of the X-ray resulted , 

from the accidental observation, 
made by Prof. Wilhelm Conrad 
Rontgen of the University of 
Wurzburg, that certain crystals, in the 
vicinity of a vacuum tube with which 
he was experimenting, flowed with a 
phosphorescent light, even when opaque 
substances were interposed between the 
tubes and the shining crystals. Fur- 
ther experimenting showed that the 
tube was giving off a radiation, which 
though quite invisible to the eye, had 
the power of affecting photographic 
rlates, and passed through flesh and 
bone, metal plates, blocks of wood, and 
tractically all opaque substances, al- 
most as readily as light passes through 
a sheet of glass. 
This remarkable and epoch-making 
discovery was announced to the world 
in a@ paper of perhaps a dozen pages, 
published in the proceedings of the 
Wurzburg Academy, a journal rarely 
seen or read outside of Germany, and 
riot occupying a conspicuous spot in 
the reading rooms even in that coun- 
trv. It was more than a year before it 
was republished in the “Annalen der 
lhysik,” one of the three leading phy- 
sical journals of the world. 

As it happened, I was engaged in 

graduate study at the University of Ber- 

lin at the time the discovery was made, 
and one morning, as I passed through 
the laboratory, one of the junior pro- 
fessors called out to me, “Oh, come in 
here and see the pictures; they are most 
extraordinary, and were made with a 
new kind of ray which Rontgen has 
discovered.”’ Together we went into one 
of the smaller laboratories, where, hang- 
ing on the wall, was a row of photo- 
graphs such as we are now familiar 
with, but which at the time were per- 
fectly startling. Pinned up beside them 
was a copy of the short paper to which

We all commenced experimenting at 
cnce. Within a week the laboratory 
buzzed with the news that the Emperor 
bad commanded Prof. Rontgen to ex- 
hibit his experiments at the palace, and 
that he would set up the apparatus 
In the Physical Institute in Berlin be- 
fore taking it up to Potsdam. A week 
or two after this event, a second short 
paper was published in the same ob- 
scure journal, outlining further prop- 
erties of the new rays, and then noth- 
ing more, for there appeared to be 
nothing more! So much for the dis- 
covery of the rays. 

It is indeed a noteworthy fact that 
practically everything we know about 
these remarkable rays was contained 
ir the two brief papers published by 
their discoverer. This happened 16 
years ago, and it is or.ly within the last 
year or two that any new matter of 
importance concerning them has been 
contributed to the scientific journals. 
As to their nature we are still some- 
what in the dark, though there appears 
t» be a good deal of evidence that they 
are waves in the ether similar to light 
Waves, only very much shorter. 

If IT am asked why they constitute 
cne of the seven wonders of the mod- 
ern world, I am afraid that I shall not 
be able to give a wholly satisfactory 
answer, for, as a matter of fact, they 
are not nearly as wonderful as light. 
fer the simple reason that they have 
fewer properties. 

The X-rays are wonderful to the ma- 
jority of us simply because “they pho- 
tograph our bones,” but this does not 
make them wonderful to the physicist. 
If we had no bones would the X-rays 
have received such a heavy vote? 
They are neither refracted nor reflected 
and can form images of objects only as 
a small candle casts a shadow on the 
wall, and they have few or none of the 
other remarkable properties of light. 
They do not, however, exist in nature, 
and this, to my mind, fs what entitles 
them to a high place among the mod- 
ern wonders. Light, heat, electricity, 
and even the cathode rays exist in 
nature, but no trace has ever been 
found of X-rays generated by cosmic 
forces. They issue only from the man- 
rade vacuum tube; they may be sald 
te have been created by man out of 
nothing, for are they not generated in 
a vacuum? 

They have, however, one property 
which makes them wonderful to the 
physicist, namely, their ability to pass 
through thick plates of metal. All 
cther forms of radiant energy in the 





ether, electric waves, heat waves and | 
light waves, are stopped by even very | 
thin films of metal. True, light ts able | 
to struggle through the thinnest gold | 
leaf, but the X-ray will pass through 
a slab of aluminum an inch thick. This 
is,.I think, thelr most wonderful prop- 
erty, and is much more startling than 
their ability to pass through leather, 
wood, brick and stone, for these are 
opaque to light more as a result of 
their structure and accidental peculiar- 
ities, than of thefr inherent atomic
